effort of the people." Mr. Inaull cited an appeal by the 

; eminent Macaulay, written 100 years ago, when England 

had a buslncHH depression: 

; •• 'On what principle Is It.' Macaulay aaketl. "that when 
'we see nothing but Improvement behind us, wo arc to 
expect nothing but deterioration before us? 

*' 'It !h not by the intermeddling of the state, but by 
the prudence and cnerRy of the people that EngUind has 
hitherto boon carried forward In clvlllwvtlon; and It 1b to 
the same prudence and the same energy that we now 
look with comfort and good hope.* 

"If. as Macaulay so wisely suggested," Mr. Insull com- 
mented, "government will but keep hands off except in 
Its own proper field we will come out of the doldrums 
where so many now have Idle hand and brain, mulling

Santa Glaus, as tho typltlcatlon of 
the Christmas spirit, la alwaya Identi- 
fied In popular legend with St. Nicho- 
las who died In 352 A. D. at Myra In 
Llca. The aalnt was born in Aflla 
Minor, and an angel Is said to hairo ' 
Bppearcil at the time of hla birth and 
to have toltl his parents that their son j 
ahould bo named Nicholas, which I 
nioana "Victory of tho People." Soj 
pleased were thoy thot they gave ' 
many gifts In honor of his coming; 
birth. St. Nicholas waa thus assocl- * 
ated, oven before his birth, with the 
present cuatom of Chrlstmou gifts. | 

Another .legend which links St 
Nicholas to thlH custom Is that of the 
nobleman of Pnrara. Thla nobleman 
was very poor, and had throe beauti- 
ful unmarried daughters. The saint 
heard about this family, and wanted 
to help them without lotting hla oa- 
alstanco bo known. So, on oach of 
thrao successive dark nlghta, he took 
a purse of gold and dropped It through 
a grating In tlio nobleman's houao. It 
Is possible that this was tho begin- 
ning of tlio tradition that Santa Glaus 
comes by stcaUh to leave presents In 
tlio night.

At any rate ^inta Glaus cornea ev- 
ery year, and people enjoy his coming 
so much that they always hold a feast 
to celebrate tile event and to cora- 
momorate the Ghrlst Child who was 
bom on December 25. Sometimes 
housewives aro puzzled as to Just 
what to serve at this feast to make it 
appetizing and original, so we are 
suggesting here a menu for a Chrlat- 
mas dinner which will amply fulfil 
both of these requirements.

Ripe Olives

Jlashed Potatoes Fried Parsnips 
Frozen Pineapple Salad 
Kris Krlngle Plum Pudding 
Egyptian Fruit Caramels Coffee 

The Recipes 
Hero are the reclp^oe calculated to 
serve eight people: 

Christmas Stars: ., Cut slices of 
broad with a star-shaped cutter and 



either toast the stars or saute thflm 
In butter. Spread thin with lemon 
buttor, which Is creame<l butter sea- 
soned with lemon Juice. Mnsh an avo- 
cado, season to tnato with lemon juice 
and salt, and spread evenly oVer tho 
stars. Chop pimlento flno, and covor 
all tho ccntor part of the stars, up to 
the points, leaving them green. Cut 
tiny stars of green popper nnd place 
ono In tho center of each star. Servo 
on tiny dollies on plates garnished 
with cross or parsley. 

Tomato and Clnm Broth: Combine 
tho contents of two 10-ounco cans of 
ono No. 2 can of clam broth, and heat 
Season to tnato with tobnsco sauce, 
celery salt and salt and popper. A lit- 
tle lemon Juice may bo added If de- 
sired. 

The Chilled Dishes 

For tho cronherry jolly to go with 
tho turkey, chill a can of Jolly In the 
Ice box until a few minutes before 
dinner, then open It smooUily and 
turn out tho contents In a perfect cyl- 
inder. 

Frozen Pineapple Salad : Pack a 
No. 2 can of crushed pineapple In Ice 
nnd salt, and allow to froezo. Beat 
ono cup cream, and add one-half cup' 
mnyonnalac, a few grains of salt and ' 
one cup strawberries cut in pieces. 
Pack in a round can of tho same dl* | 
ametor or amaller than tho pineapple 
can. Pack this also In Ico and salt | 
nnd let it froezo. Wlien ready to 
serve, slide out the two frozen molds, 
nnd cut oach In eight ailces. Place a' 
slice of tho frozen pineapple on a lot- [ 
tuce leaf, and on top of tliat a slice 
of tho frozen mayonnaise mixture. 

The Sweet Dishes 

Kria Klngle Plum Pudding: Steam i 
tho contents of a I-pound can of 
brown bread wltJi raLalns In tho can, 
or remove and steam over hot water. 
Cut In four thick slices, then cut each 
piece In half crosswise. ,Set up on 
edge and pour oyer^ the following 
sauce: ^ 

Beat four egg yolks thick, add one- 
half cup sugar, a few grains salt and 
one-half cup white grape Juice. Cook 
in double boiler until creamy, stirring 
constantly. Moanwhllo soften ono tea- 
spoon gelatin In two teaspoons cold 
water, then dissolve in tho hot liquid. 
Chill. Just before serving, beat well 
and fold In one-half cup whipped 
cream. 

Egyptian Fruit Caramels: Combine' 
ong cup sugar, two-thirds.. cup light' 
com syrup, one cup evaporated milk, ■ 
one-half cup milk and two tablespoons 
buttor. and boll to 246 degrees. Add 
one-half cup chopped dates and one- 
fourth cup chopped flga. and pour in- 
to a buttered pan. Let stand till cold, 
remove the w^olo slab of candy to a 
board and cut into squar^a. Wrap in 
oiled paper is doalred. ThiS' makos 
one and one-eighth pounds.
